thick and fast. But no matter 
how much you loved the 
mini era, it's over. And now 
what? 


Now it's back to the sew- 


ing machine, to adapt last 
winter's clothes to this fall's 
fashion, to try d i f f e r e n t 
lengths and different propor- 
tions and decide what new 
outfits to sew first. 


Your first problem is your 


winter coat. If you have 
some hem, and if the cor- 
ners at the front haven't 
been clipped (to eliminate 
bulk under the front facing) 
there's hope. Let the hem 
all the way out and try the 
coat on with boots. If the 
length is O.K., give it a 
faced hem of bias strips, 
adding interfacing for body 
if it seems necessary, and 
join the fashion parade. 


Not enough hem to lei 


down? Add something to the 
hem. Real and fake furs are 
available in strips, just like 
other trims. Flat furs will 
give you an extra two or 
t h r e e inches. Long-haired 
furs will give even more. 
Try gray Persian with a 
gray wool, black fox or mon- 
key fur on a black coat, fake 
fur on casual coats. Repeat 
the fur in hat, collar or 
cuffs, add those important 
shiny new boots, and you're 
off. 


One f u r - e d g e d coat is 


enough for anyone. Cut your 
other winter coat to car-coat 


length, give it a pair of 
matching 
or co-ordinated 


slacks and have an instant 
pants suit. 


If you bought a good suit 


last year and it has a longer 
jacket and an A-line skirt, 
there's hope. Take off the 
waistband, open the darts, 
and see if you can drop it to 
the right length. Add a skirt 
yoke of lining material and 
a l o n g e r overblouse and 
you'll be able to wear it for 
another couple of years. 


If you have a couple of 


expensive and especially be- 
coming dresses, it's well 
worth your while to convert 
them to the new look. (For- 
get about cottons, summer 
shifts, tired or worn dresses. 
They aren't w o r t h your 
time.) A quick trick is to cut 
your dress to tunic length 


and make matching slacks. 
Or you can leave your dress 
alone and add a longer over- 
skirt. A good black crepe 
could take a black wool, 
velvet or heavy satin. A 
neutral knit could take a 
tweed. 


Chances are the dress will 


have enough hem—dresses 
don't have to be the full 
midi-length, and can be quite 
a bit shorter than coats. 
Rows of cording, trim or 
top-stitching can cover up a 
crease-line. 
So can 
some 


crewel-work, t r a p u n t o or 
machine 
embroidery. 
The 


peasant look is so big that 
you could embroider a wide 
band of flannel to stitch to 
the hem of a flannel jumper 
and repeat the motif on a 
collar or pocket. If the top 
of a dress fits well, is fash- 
ionable and becoming, you 


can make it a whole new 
skirt of color-matching fab- 
ric, in a different texture. If 
a band of fabric added at the 
bottom looks like an after- 
thought, insert the band at a 
point higher on the skirt. 


To start your new-look 


sewing, make a midi-skirt, 
buttoned down the front, to 
wear with boots and wide 
leather belt. Make it good 
and long, and pin it to dif- 
ferent lengths before hem- 
ming to decide your own 
best length. You'll probably 
find that the new look is 
more a matter of good pro- 
portion than actual inches 
from the floor. 


No, you don't have to 


throw out your wardrobe—- 
if you sew, you can be in 
fashion all the time.

apple pie a la mode and, in fact, even encouraged the 
young men to answer all questions to the audience s satis- 
faction. The entire session lasted an hour longer than ex- 
pected—because newsmen wouldn't stop with the questions 
—anJ when it did end. DiNardo hoisted a glass of beer and 
said: "Best damn press conference I ever saw. Nothing 
like being yourself."

Senate Delay

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon's latest push for his 
welfare reform bill may speed 
up Senate Finance Committee 
action on it but the basic tug-of- 
war over the disputed legisla- 
tion appears unchanged. 


That was the view today of 


some of the bill's Senate sup- 
porters who said privately they 
do not think the President's 
statement will remove the oppo- 
sition of conservatives on Fi- 
nance. 


This belief is based on the fact

WASHINGTON (AP) - A Civ- 


il Aeronautics Board attempt to 
set air fares has brought a flood 
of complaints and triggered an 
industry-wide 
quarrel 
over 


rates. 


Even 32 congressmen who 


won a court order outlawing 
fare increases earlier this year 
appear somewhat appalled at 
the resulting turmoil. 


They suggested Thursday it 


might be best for the CAB to 
leave the illegal fares in effect 
long enough to determine what 
is legal. 


The problem dates back to 


last fall when the CAB rejected 
proposed 
fare 
increases 
as 


excessive. As a substitute, the 
CAB set a 6.35 per cent rate 
hike for the 11 trunk lines and 7 
per cent for the nine local-serv- 
ice airlines. 


The new fares went into effect 


last Oct. 1. 


But the group of congressmen 


filed suit and the U.S. Court of 
Appeals invalidated the new 
fares on grounds the CAB had 
approved the schedule without 
due public notice. 


Following orders of the CAB, 


the airlines filed revised fares 
to be effective Oct. 15. The CAB 
plans to rule on these by Sept. 
15. 


The new fare proposals differ 


sharply, and the airlines are at 
odds over them. 


The group of congressmen 


charged Thursday all of the new 
filings are tainted by the illegal 
CAB order of last Sept. 12. 


They said there is a serious 


question on the manner in which 
the new fare proposals were ar- 
rived at, because letters of in- 
struction from individual air- 
lines to their common agent, the 
Airline Tariff Publishers, Inc., 
have been made available to 
other airlines. 


The net result was a substan- 


tially similar tariff filing by a 
number of carriers, thus raising 
the issue of possible violation of 
antitrust laws, they said. 


The congressmen asked the 


CAB to suspend its investigation 
of the new fare proposals while 
it determines the fares that 
should apply. Meanwhile, the 
group said, the CAB either 
should roll back the fares to the 
level that prevailed last Sept. 
30, or leave the current illegal 
fares in effect until legal fares 
have been established.

Would Remove 
Pornography 
Restrictions

WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


peal of all legal restrictions pro- 
hibiting adults from buying or 
possessing pornography report- 
edly has won final approval 
from the President's Commis- 
sion on Pornography despite 
promised White House opposi- 
tion. 


Recommendations for laws 


against exposure of children to 
obscene pictures and a nation- 
wide "sex re-education" pro- 
gram were also approved at a 
final 
commission 
meeting 


Thursday, a commission source 
said. 


He said the final report also 


recommends laws against pub- 
lic display of obscene pictures 
and their use in unsolicited mail 
advertisements. 


It also calls for broad and 


open public discussion across 
the country—"based on facts 
rather than fears"—to forge a 
public consensus on the availa- 
bility of pornography. 


The arguments for the most 


controversial 
recommenda- 


tion, repeal of all U.S. adult cen- 
sorship laws, have been exten- 
sively rewritten since the Asso- 
ciated Press disclosed a draft 
report three weeks ago. But the 
recommendation is almost un- 
changed: 


"The 
commission 
recom- 


mends federal, state and local 
legislation prohibiting the sale, 
exhibition or distribution of sex- 
ual materials to consenting ad- 
ults should be repealed. 


"We believe there is no war- 


rant for continued governmental 
interference of full freedom of 
adults to read, obtain or view 
what materials they wish." 


The recommendation is based 


on commission findings pornog- 
raphy does not cause sex 
crimes or harm individuals. In 
addition, the commission report- 
ed, there is no public consensus 
to support such laws and they 
sometimes lead to suppression 
of legitimate material. 


Repeal would not substantial- 


ly increase the U.S. pornogra- 
phy industry, the commission 
said. 


The White House disavowed 


the commission as former Pres- 
ident 
Lyndon 
B. Johnson's 


shortly after the draft report 
was disclosed and said "it is 
safe to predict" President Nixon 
would oppose it. 


Two commission members, 


Father Morton A. Hill of New 
York City and Charles H. Keat- 
ing Jr. of Cincinnati, have al- 
ready announced they will file 
dissenting views. 


The source said there was 


some final-session vote switch- 
ing against the repeal recom- 
mendation but not enough to al- 
ter final approval. 


The 18-member 
commission 


completed its work with a sev- 
en-hour meeting Wednesday and 
a six-hour session Thursday, the 
source added, and almost cer- 
tainly will not meet again al- 
though it does not go out of busi- 
ness until the end of September. 


The report, plus 10 volumes of 


supporting research, are to be 
released in the next two to three 
weeks.

Last Bid to 
Cut Defense 
Spending

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen- 


ate critics of military spending, 
repeatedly frustrated in bids to 
cut 
specific 
projects, 
are 


launching a final attack to 
clamp a general spending ceil- 
ing on the Defense Department. 


The 
Pentagon's .{Menders 


quickly-denounced the move as 
a "broad meat ax cut" that 
would trigger massive chaos 
and turmoil and imperil nation- 
al security. 


Sens. William Proxmire, D- 


Wis., and Charles Mathias, R- 
Wis., and Charles Mathias, R- 
Md., propose a $66 billion spend- 
ing ceiling, a 7 per cent cut 
from the $71.2 billion Pentagon 
budget asked by President Nix- 
on. 


They say such a reduction 


would match the $1.3 billion al- 
ready cut from the Pentagon's 
$20.5 billion military procure- 
ment request. 


"A thoroughly documented, 


reasonable and responsible case 
has been made for cuts totaling 
$10 billion to $14 billion," Prox- 
mire said. 


He and Mathias contend the 


money saved can be used better 
to meet domestic needs, and to 
reduce a prospective $10 billion 
to $15 billion budget deficit. 


Sen. 
John Stennis, D-Miss., 


chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee and manager of the 
pending procurement bill, said 
this year's defense budget is al- 
ready some $5 billion under last 
year's. 


The 
Proxmire-Mathias 


amendment, he said, would re- 
quire a $10 billion reduction in a 
year. And because the fiscal 
year is already two months old, 
he said, money is still being 
spent at last year's levels. 


Thus a multibillion-dollar cut 


would have to be absorbed from 
current programs. 


"That's ridiculous," Stennis 


said. "That's worse than a 
broad meat ax cut. It would 
bring chaos. It would cause 
massive turmoil .... This will 
push us perilously close to a 
state of unpreparedness." 


Proxmire disagreed. He recit- 


ed a long list of programs criti- 
cized for billion-dollar overruns, 
wasteful procedures, faulty end 
products, for failing to meet 
schedule deadlines or contract 
specifications. 


He said many of the Penta- 


gon's 492 major and nearly 3,000 
minor bases are no longer need- 
ed, that savings can be brought 
by reducing the level of U.S. 
troops to 2.5 million men. He 
suggested 
additional 
savings 


could be made on food procure- 
ment, on rotation and leave poli- 
cies, and on such weapons pro- 
grams as the B-l bomber and 
the MBT-70 tank and on antisub- 
marine warfare devices.

BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
has assured Thai leaders that 
he will "leave no stone un* 
turned" in effort* to overturn 
congressional 
efforts to curb 


U.S. aid in Southeast Asia, For- 
eign Minister Thanat Khoman 
said today. 


Thanat said at a news confer- 


ence that while the majority of 
the American people and the 
Nixon administration back U.S. 
efforts, "there are certain ele- 
ments which would like nothing 
better than to push Southeast 
Asia into Communist hands." 


He charged that these ele- 


ments "want chaos and want to 
see complete failure of the Nix- 
on Doctrine," under which the 
United States would help Asian 
nations defend themselves and 
help their neighbors. 


"The vice president assured 


the Thai prime minister that he 
will leave no stone unturned to 
bring about an effective and 
prompt and adequate imple- 
mentation of the Nixon Doc- 
trine," Thanat added. 


The foreign minister said 


Thailand would consider send- 
ing troops to Cambodia "only if 
the threat becomes acute." 


"We shall avoid to the maxi- 


mum extent possible a direct in- 
troduction (of troops) into Cam- 
bodia," he said. 


The foreign minister gave no 


names in his mention of "cer- 
tain elements" in the U.S. Con- 
gress. 


Asked if he was referring to 


Sen. J.W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
and other antiwar leaders, 
Thanat replied: "You are very 
.™m#Siijii#<&*tte. There te,. 
no need for me to indulge in 
personalities." 


Thanat said the talks with Ag- 


new dealt with principles, rath- 
er than specifics. In an earlier 
news conference for Thai re- 
porters, the foreign minister 
said Agnew promised he would 
do what he could to assure that 
U.S. aid for Thailand is main- 
tained at the present level. 


Agnew conferred with the 


Thai leaders for more than two 
hours this morning and at a 
working lunch. One point they 
made was that Thailand would 
want financial aid in return for 
sending troops or other assist- 
ance to Cambodia. 


The disclosure came one day 


after an announcement from the 
U.S. State Department that 
Thailand plans to withdraw all 
or most of its 12,000-man force 
from South Vietnam. 


Agnew arrived in Bangkok 


Friday on the last stop of a 
five-nation tour through Asia. 
He returns to the United States 
Sunday. 


Agnew's talks with Prime 


Minister Thanom Kittakachorn, 
Foreign Minister Thanat Kho- 
man and other Thai leaders 
took place against a backdrop of 
increasing congressional reluc- 
tance to underwrite "third na- 
tion" operations in Cambodia,
